Funeral services were held on Mon- 
day in the Stake House for Arthur 
Dahl, one of Raymond’s early pio- 
neers who had accomplished much to 
be proud of during his life time of 
nearly 87 years. 

Bishop J. O. Hicken conducted the 
service which commenced with the 
Stake Choir singing.“Through Deep- 
ening Trails”.

W. C. Stone with Roi Stone at the 
organ. 

After the opening prayer by Pres. 
L. L. Palmer, the choir sang, “O My 
Father’, after wihch Bishop Hicken 
gave a brief account of the life of the 
deceased. Bishop Birt of the Cards- 
ton First Ward Ward spoke a few 
words of appreciation of the life led 
by Mr Dahl, and of his association 
with him as his Bishop during his 
stay in Cardston. 

President Heber Matkin of the Al- 
berta Temple referred to the faith- 
ful service given by Mr Dahl during 
the time he was a temple worker; 
attending practically every session 
even though it overtaxed his strength. 

A-request made by Arthur Dahl 20 
years ago, was fulfilled at his funeral 
when Mrs Elizabeth King and Mrs. 
Fannye Walker sang “We'll Say Good 
night Here and Good Morning Up 
There” after which D A Bennett, who 
was the first man he met upon his ar- 
rival here 52 years ago, spoke of 
his association with him down the 
years. Mr Bennet mentioned the hos- 
esty with which the deceased had car- 
ried on all his business dealings 

After his talk, Joe McLean sang 
“Going Home”. 

In hig talk, President Walker also 
referred to the exemplorary life of 
Mr Dahl which was evidenced by his 
fine family.

and graduate from the BYU having 
studied Education. 

In 1892 he married Janette Pow:

Five years have passed since our 
arrival in Raymond. During that per- 
iod we have seen much progress in 
the building up of our town, The en- 
joyment of these public services is 
made possible through taxation, but 
this does not appear to be 30 in re- 
lation to the progress of our postal 
system within Raymond. Since April 
lst of this year the Canadian letter 
rate has increased by 25%. This caus- 
ed quiet a controversy in the Feder- 
al parliament. In the debate Mr 
George Drew, leader of the progres- 
sive conservative party made the fol- 
lowing interesting observation, “It is 
our opinion that mail delivery is a 
service which the tax-paying public 
have a right to expect the govern- 
ment to provide”.

Since the 
Editorial Board reserves the right to assign feature articles, authors with articles in 
mind should first write to the Secretary oulining their ideas or idea, Assignment, how- 
ever, does not necessarily mean acceptance. 

6. Under a standard contract agreement with the publisher, McClelland and 
Stewart, royalties deriving from the sale of the book will be paid to the Edmonton 
Branch, Canadian Authors’ Association. After deducting necessary expenses, the Ed- 
monton Branch, Canadian Authors’ Association will pay such monies to the authors 
published in the book on a pro-rata basis. 

7. All rights (inclusive of second rights, reprint, periodicals, TV, and motion 
picture) are to be held by the publisher.
